The  cos J  t ion  ie  a  good  one,  the  salary  to  begin  with  would 
re  t3l00  as  Associate  Professor,  and  the-  kind  of  star  that  we  are  looking 
for  would  in  a  tew  years  on  the  retirement  of  Professor  Vavor  to  trade  he*ad 
of  the  department,  At  this  time  in  Canada  the.  prospects  of  such  a 
department  are  very  bright.  Ae  wish  to  have  in  Toronto  a  school  of 
economics  that  will  attract  graduate  student?  fronr  all  ever  the  Dominion. 
Nearly  all  those  who  are  heading  for  law  take  the  honours  course  in 
Political  Science,  consequently  the  Frofessor  at  the  head  of  this  depart¬ 
ment  ruts  his  stamp  on  iraay  of  the  n-en  who  will  be  most  influential 
in  making  and  administering  the  legislation  of  this  country.
